found by naluritllHts lu be dependent 
upon the motion of the Insect's body 
or legs. 
From this 
It would seem 


that the* 
phosphorescence 
depends 


upon some nervous acllou, regulated 
at pleasure by tho insect, for it lias 
the power of obscuring It entirely. If 
thu glowworm he* crushed and the 
face or hands rubbed with It luml 
nous streaks like those produced by 
phosphorus will appear.

moreb rightly in oxygen gas and in 
nitrous acid.

In writing of these ducks Mr. J. lion- 
aid s.-iys they originally came from 
India to England something over llfty 
yVars ogo. Soon after this they made 
their appearance In the feliow rooms of 
England and attracted considerable 
public attention. Some little time aft- 
er this they were brought to the atten- 
tion of the American fanciers, who 
have done much to Improve them In 
this country. 


The drakes of this variety weigh 


from four nnd a half to live pounds, 
the ducks about a pound less. They 
begin to lay when quite young. It Is 
reported that some have been known 
to produce eggs, when less than live 
tnontliH old, and, In addition to this, 
they are credited with having produced 
as many as I'M eggs In a year. The 
eggs of the true variety have a white 
Rhell and are not quite so large ns those 
of other varieties.' 


One of their advantages Is the fact 


that they are great foragers and will 
go all over the farm In search of mil- 
uinl food. Biicli us hugs and worms of 
all kinds, of which they are very fond. 
Frequently they will mart out IIH soon 
as It Is daylight In the morning and 
only return home In the evening to be 
fetl. This la a disadvantage, us they

must be conllned In the house every 
night and kept there In the morning 
until they have dropped their eggs. 


These ducks are becoming quite pop- 


ular on the farm, as they do not care 
KO much for the water as do Nome oth- 
er kinds and lay a large number of 
eggs for waterfowl. Where one male 
Is provided for every live females the 
eggs are usually fertile and the duck- 
lings very easy to grow. If well cared 
for. they will dress at from three and 
a half to four anil a half pounds dur- 
ing the winter, and the young make 
splendid broilers.—Country Gentleman.
